2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-8, and 10-17 
are allowed. 

Prior art of record taken alone or in combination fail to disclose a specific arrangement of 
an oil pool for a rotary machine having the stay part is provided with a concave groove portion 
located on at least one side of the holder portion in the circumferential direction and the concave 
groove portion is formed with an end wall on the inner radial side and having a depth in the axial 
direction of the rotating shaft so as to serve as an oil pool for an oil path which goes from the 
through hole toward the outer-radial side of the holder portion via the stay part and including 
other features as recited in claim 1 .
